SEISMIC DISTURBANCES
FREQUENT

IN UTAH

Salt - Lake, Nov. 12—Never in the
history of the state has the seismic
activity in the state been so frequent
and intense ‘as 1t bhas been: In the last

three weeks. About five weeks ago
Salt Lake felt two shocks that were
the most violent that have been

known In this locality, and gince then
numerous disturbances have been ex-

perienced
The most violent came Monday
night, when it was distinctly felt in

this city, and since that time Dr. Fred
J. Pack, professor of geology al the
university, states that the selsmograph

at the schol has seldom recorded a
straight Une The shocks were not
intense enough to make distinct rec

ords, but the behavior of the needles
Indicates that the earth has been in a
constant state of agltation. The coun-
try affected seems to be confined to
the Bear River section, in northern
Utah, and this has probably been the
center of the seismlic disturbances of
the last five weeks.

The seismlie activity in this regzion
has been the worst ever known in that
country, and in many cases the vio-
lence has been extremely serious
Shocks are happening nearly every
hour, and people have béen driven
from their houses, terror-stricken, in
the middle of the night
